In fact, eligibili d benefits change con- 
stantly and some people ineligible in previous 
years are now able to start receiving money. 

The study found that:many people are 
unaware that they are considered dependents or 
survivors -of veterans. These include those 
involved ‘in illegal marriages, those who remar- 
ried after the death or-disability of a veteran, 
children born out of wedlock to-a veteran, par- 
ents of a veteran and even dependent grandchil- 
dren. Any of these may be eligible for benefits. 

Mr. Berko says that the study questioned vet- 
erans about benefits and found that the majority 
were unfamiliar with most of the benefits now
